Minnesota Attorney General Says 
States Had as Well Go Out of 
Business and Allow the In- 
ferior Federal Courts 
to Take Charge. 


St. Paul, Minn., March 23.—The action 
of the United States district court of 
Minnesota, which resulted in Attorney 
General Young being cited for con- 
tempt. was the result of the railroad 
corporations in Minnesota bringing in- 
junction suits against the Minnesota 
railroad and warehouse commission and 
certain shippers to prevent them from 
putting into effect commodity and 
freight rates, and the 2-cent passenger 
fare, established by the !ast legisla- 
ture.

Cyclone Raged in Lovisiana 


and —Mississippi---One 
Killed, Many Injured, 


ALL TRAINS DELAYED 
MUCH DAMAGE TO WIRES 


Reported Along 
Railroad Lines— Much Timber 
Was Blown Down — Several 
Narrow Escapes — Rail« 
roads Are Seriously 
Hampered. 


New Orleans, La. March 23.—Ag @ 
result of a heavy wind and rain storm, 
which has raged in portions of Louis- 
iana, Mississippi and Alabama during 
the jast twenty-four hours, much 
property has been destroyed, many 
persong have been injured, and at 
least one persOn has been killed. 

Cyclones have been reported from 
east Feliciana parish, Louisiana, and 
Jefferson Davis county, Miss., while 
much damage has been done in the 
neighborhood of Miomaton, Ala., by 
heavy rains. Washouts along the line 
of the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road north of Mobile have seriously de- 
layed traffic. All telegraph and tele- 
phone wires in the sections visited by 
the storm have been prostrated, and 
details regarding the damage done are 
in many instances lacking. . 

Center of the Storm. | 

Southern Mississippi, which already 


in the past six months suffered from 


two bad cyclones, appears to have been 
| the storm center aagin today. 


At Silver Creek, Miss.. four stores 
were partially destroyed and about 
twenty other buildings were. defaced 
and otherwise damaged. The wrecked 
stores were those of F. M. Elizey, 


L. Williamson, Lampton Rawls Com- 


pany and D. C. Griffin. One mile from. 


Silver Creek the cyclone did a charac- 
teristic trick to the Butler residence, 
which was reported as partly blown 
away. Several members of the Butler 
household were painfully injured. One 
mile west of Silver Creek the Lauridge 
& Bright sawmill was badly @amaged 
by the wind, which also blew down 
considerable valuable timber near the 
mill. 

It was stated tonight that Mrs. But- 
ler may die of her injuries. Except at 
the Butler home there were no serious 
injuries in this vicinity. 
however, many narrow escapes, 
when E. F. Simpson, agent here of the 
Mississippi Centra? raliroae, was pick- 
ed wp bodily and blown across a street 
of Silver Creek. The fact that no one 
here was killed is attributed to the 
roaring, which, for several minutes, 
appearance, and 
which gave the residents of the town 
an opportunity to find places of safety. 
Several persons chose an amusing hid- 
ing place when they cifmbed down the 
bank of a creek and stood beneath a 
railroad trestle in water knee-deep. 
Others crawled into a culvert beneath 
embankment. In the Sil- 
ver Creek school house during the storm 
(were about 100 pupils. who remained 
inside and suffered only a few bruises, 
their sheoolt was so badly

The lights burned low at the Grand 
last night when Paderewski played, and 
at first there was a ripple of inquiry 
over the large audience from orcnestra 
chairs to gallery; but then he played, 
and people forgot to wonder over such 
a detail ag lights, until afterwards 
they realized what an artistic touch it 
was which had subdued all glare and 
dimmed obtrusive material outlines to 
relieve in its full brilliancy the music. 
The great Paderewski opened his 
program with his own opus 23, varia- 
tions and fuque, a new compositton, 
which was presented to the public for 
the first time, and his Atlanta au- 
dience enthused over his performance 
of it. The variations, of infinite con- 
trast and variety, must have sounded 
the depths of a great imaginative fer- 
tility and their formal interest lay 
just as much in the wonderful techni- 
cal complexity they involved. 
Paderewski's marvelous technique is 
to be taken aS a matter of fact. and 
it ig not just the marvelous things he 
does with it that need be considered, 
but his subjugation of its importance 
to the greater value of the moods he 
translates with it, the superstructure 


of thought, of spirit, which he builds 
upon its material foundation. 

And yet the wonder of his technique 
is anything but unimportant in the in- 


terest of his playing. 

A distinctive superiority of his tech- 
nique, for instance, over that of other 
noted pianists is to fe remarked in his 
left-hand work. In his own variacions 
a conspicuous number of the more in- | 
tricate movements made the left hand 
their chief instrument, and In all the 
of base resonance, the in- 
dividual tones were ‘defined with a 
strange clearness, and the resonance of 
each tone was, for itself, unclouded by 
the paeans of sound rising around it.

the Southern Express Company, calling 
attention to a number of complaints 
which have been lodged with the com- 
mission to the effect that express 
charges have been collected on prepaid 
packages on their arrival at destina- 
tion. 

In order to put a stop to thig practice 
the commission is considering the 
matter of adopting a new express rule 
requiring express companies to stamp 
plainly upon al} packages on which the 
express charges are paid at points of 
origin, the word ‘“‘prepaid.”’ The order 
then proposes to make it unlawful, 
under the penalties prescribed in the 
railroad commission act, for an  exX- 
press company to collect charges at 
point of destination on such packages. 

The commission will take this pro- 
posed order up for consideration on 
April 8, and Chairman McLendon states 
that he will be glad to hear from 
President O’Brien or anyone else inter- 
ested with regard to the terms o! the 
order to be adopted.

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CLARK UNIVERSITY FARM 
IS BEING MUCH IMPROVED 


P. C. Parks, 


superintendent of the 
Clark university farm, states that 
great improvements have been made 
in his department at the university, 
and he expects to go into the raising 
of hogs and cattle in connection with 
the regular farm work. 

He says the farm has been recently 
inclosed with a wire fence, which ig 
both cattie and hog-proof. 

O. F. Kauffman, a civil engineer of 
the city, has surveyed the land, and is 
preparing a plat of the same, showing 
buildings, woodland, field systenis, 
gulleys and streams of water. The 
idea is to improve the farm and other 
property owned by the school. 

Superintendent Parks is pushing this 
work successfully, and twenty stu- 
dents are working eight hours every 
day on the farm and attending school 
an hour and a half each night. 

Five thousand cabbage Plants have 
been set out already, and thirty bush- 
els of potatoes and other seed have 
been palnted. 

Two acres are being prepared for 
alfalfa, and three acres for Japan 
clover. The plans call for 300 acres 
of cotton and 45 acres of corn. Most 
of the corn. will be used for ensilage 
with which to feed the dairy cows.

BILL TO AMEND 
ANTI-TRUST LAW 


Hepburn Introduces the Civic 
~ Federation Measure, 


RELIEF FOR LABOR UNIONS 


e- 


Washington, March 23.—The bill 
prepared by the National Civic Feder- 
ation after conferences with the pres- 
ident and representatives of capital 
and of labor to relieve the stringency 
of the Sherman anti-trust law was 
introduced in the house today by 
Representative Hepburn of lowa, chair- 
| man of théggsom mittee on interstate 
| and foreign commerce. It was referred 
| by Speaker Cannon to that committee 
for,.consideration and report, and it is 
understeod that President Roosevelt 
will in a message to congress make 
a recommendation concerning it. There 
is no information on which to frame 
a prediction of the failure or success 
of the bill in the house, nor will there 
be until hearings have been given in 
committee. Party leaders today pro- 
fessed to be wholly ignorant of the 
details of the bill, and to have only 
a general understanding of its pur- 
pose. 


To Relieve Organized Labor. 


One of the most interesting sections 
of the federation bill is that which 
seeks to relieve organized labor from 
the suppressive effects of the recent 
supreme court decision declaring labor 
unions to be conspiracies in restraint 
of trade, and therefore unlawful. The 
bill, broadly speaking, aims to restore 
to unions their right of peaceable ex- 
istence, including the right to strike, 
but leaving them still amenable to the 
Sherman act in the matter of boy- 
cotts, picketing and similar coercive 
practice. The section is as follows: 

“Nothing in sai@q act approved July 
2, 1890, or in this act, is intended, onr 
shall any provision thereof hereafter 
be enforted, so ag to interfere with 
Or to restrict any right of employees 
to strike for any cause or to combine 
or to contract with each other or with 
employers, for th epurpose of peace- 
ably obtaining from employers satis- 
factory terms for the labor or satis- 
factory conditions of employment, or 
so as to interfere with or to restrict 
any right of employers for any cause 
to discharge all or any of their em- 
ployees, or to combine or to contract 
with each other or with employees, for 
the purpose of peaceably obtaining la- 
bor on satisfactory terms.” 

Summary of the Bill. 


A summary of the measure follows: 


1. The Sherman anti-trust law forbids all 
contracts or combinations or conspiracies in 
restraint of trade, and any monopolizing of 
Or attempt to me@nopolize trade. The first 
six sections of the act,deal with the powers 
of the government in relatiin thereto. The 
seventh and last section of the act gives 
private parties a right to sue and to collect 
threefold damages. 

2. The United States supreme court, by ea 
long series of decisions, hag held that this 
law applies to common carriers, to business 
corporations and to business men, and also 
to labor organizations and to labor men. The 
supreme court has also decided that any ac- 
tion in restraint of trade, so far as it applies 
to interstate commerce, tg unlawful, whether 
such action be reasonable or not. 

8. The bill submitted by the National Civic 
Federation’ does not attempt to change the 
legal status of anything condemned as in re- 
straint of trade under the Sherman anti-trust 
act; but it aime to provide a way by which, 
under cerain conditions, combinations and 
contracts in restraint of trade that are not 
unreasonable may be saved from attack. The 
benefits and immunities offered by the pro- 
posed bill, therefore, wil! be in the main con- 
fined to those who register in accordance with 
the terms of the bill. Common carriers may 
register with the interstate commerce com- 
mission, and all others, with the commis- 
sioner of corporations in the department of 
commerce and labor. It is proposed to amend 
section 7 of the Sherman anti-trust act by 
cutting out the provision for threefold dam- 
ages, reducing the amount that can be col- 
lected to simple damages, as under the com- 
mon law. Everybody, whether registered or 
not, will get the benefit of this provision. 


Corporations May Register.

Both corporations for profit and having 
stock and aiso corporations not for 
and not having capital stock may 
but neither are obliged to do go. 
This description ig intended to Include co- 
operative organigations, as well as business 
corporations, agriculture] and labor organiza- 
tions, and the like.

If they do no 
register, they remain under the Sherman anti- 
trust law, unamended. In order to register 
corporations for profit and having capital 
Stock are obliged to gtve such information 
in regard to their financial. condition, their 
contracts, and their corporate proceedings. 
as may be prescribed by general regulations 
from time to time to be made by the presi- 
dent of the United States. Corporations not 
for profit and not having capital stock, in 
order to register must set forth their charter 
Or agreements of assoctation and by-laws: 
the place of thelr principal office, and the 
names of thetr directors or managing officers, 
and standing committees, if any, with their 
residences. Any corporation or association 
that is registered may be stricken from the 
registry if it shal! fall at any time to file 
the statements or to give the Information re- 
quired under the act, or to comply with the 
requirements of this act. or in case Informa- 
tion furnished by it shall be falee tn any ma- 
terial. particular. Any one feeling aggrieved 
by the decision to remove i!t from registry 
hag an appeal to the courts, 

Reing upon the registry, the corporation, 
or association, or individual, gets certain im- 
munities ag to the past. and the benefit of 
provisions by which it can ascertain as to fu- 
ture contracts whether these will or will not 
be attacked by the government as in un- 
reasonable restraint of trade. As to future 
combinations or contracts, the government is 
given thirty davs in which to disapprove any 
contract or agreement filed by a corporation 
or assoctation registered under the act: and 
if within thirty days the government does 
not disapprove the contract. the government 
cannot thereafter attack it except through 
the courts, and then only on the ground that 
it is in unreasonable restraint of trade. Con- 
tracts or agreements calling for new business 
combinatione must be (filed. Contracts or 
agreements entered into in the ordinary course 
of business may be filed or not at pleasure. 
Ruch contracts, if not filed, do not get the 
benefit of the Immunities of the new act. 
but nohody its obliged to file such a contract 
unless he wants to do so. 


As to Pending Actions, 


6. As to the past, it is proposed that all 
pending actions may be prosecuted and de- 
fended to final effect, precisely ag though the 
Sherman anti-trust law had not been amend- 
ed; but that no new proceedfiges shall be be- 
gun under the Sherman anti-trust law on 
account of any contract, agreement or com- 
bination made prior to the passage of the 
amending act, unleag the same be in uwun- 
reasonable restraint of trade; and no suit at 
all shall be begun by the United States as to 
registered corporations: or associations under 
the Sherman anti-trust law after one year 
from the passage of the amending act. 

7. In view of.the doubt that has been 
raised in the minds of many as to whether 
the Sherman anti-trust act does not make 
even a strike unlawful, a clause is included 
in the bill distinetly geserving for labor all 
rights that they have now, irrespective of the 
Sherman anti-trust act. to combine and to 
Strike and to make trade agreements: and 
reserving for employers of labor the correla- 
tive rights to combine and to discharge their 


employees. 

8. the foregoing summary of the bill is a 
layman's summary, which does not attempt 
to use legal terms with legal exactnese. It is 
believed, however, that with this explanation 
the scheme of the bill, the provisions of the

There still remain, however, some who are impervious to the most drastic 
remedies; the only hope for them is that the malady wiil ultimately run its 
course. 

Having fimself had a touch of the “reform bug’ in the early stages of 
the epidemic, it is somewhat surprising that Editor Shipp should have over- 
looked the symptoms which diagnosis has long since established with unmis- 
fakable certainty. 

One of the principal manifestations of this malady is a peculiar defect 
of vision which makes it impossible for the unfortunately afflicted person 
to see anything good in anybody or anything which is at slightest variance 
with his preconceived notions of how persons and things ought to be. An- 
other of these manifestations, just about as dangerous, is the outgrowth of 
the foregoing—the mistaken conception of abuse for argument. For in- 
stance, the terms “conspirator,” ‘“‘marplot,” “corporation-owned,” “sunk to 
the depths of depravity,” and like words and phrases, are among the “re- 
form bug's” choicest lot of logic and assortment of argument clinchers. 

Persistent cases become even worse, now and then even going to the 
gutter for mud with which to bespatter an opponent who refuses to look 
through its distorted glasses. . 

Strangely enough, while the attacks of this malady are to be deeply 

deplored, it seldom affects the personal side of the patient, though occa- 
sionally its ravages will permeate the entire being. 
Editor Shipp should not, therefore, overlook the fact that he, too, was 
once a fellow-sufferer with these unfortunates. Happily cured, he should 
not become callous to the misfortunes of those more or less permanently 
afflicted. 

We trust we have made the matter fairly clear to Editor Shipp and that 
he will not, in the light of the apparent ravages of the “reform bug,” in- 
dulge again in these too hasty judgments for no other reason than that 
Editor Phinizy charged him with having been bought by the railroads, simply 
because he confesses that the kind of “reform” he has been getting is not 
the kind for which he ‘fought, bled and died’ only two years ago.

Here is a little story illustrating the conscientious, intelligent angle from 
which the rock-founded civilization of Europe views the problem of vital 
statistics, as in unhappily glaring contrast with the vaunted twentieth cen- 
tury civilization of our particular portion of the United States: 

Beatrice Cenci, the beautiful and profligate young Italian assassin, flour- 
|ished between the years 1577 and 1599. Tradition, upon which Shelly founded 
his most powerful tragedy, has it that she was the victim of unspeakable 
wrong at the hands of her father, himself the hideous climax of a family 
infamously famous for its revolting degeneracy. and that she intrigued with 
kinsmen and directed a plot that culminated in the murder of her father, 
Francesco. , 


Now for the twentieth century end! 
Recently controversy arose as to the age of the fair young murderess 


at the time the deed was committed. Quick reference was had to the records 
of the primitive little town of her birth. There stood the figures, as plain 
and irrefutable as on the day of their writing. The controversy was settled 
out of hand. 

Thus the perfect system, the long foresight ofa civilization we some- 
times call “effete,” stretches its accurate and unwavering finger from the 
near-forgotten sixteenth Century, to point a tesson and.a reproach to the 
hustling conceit of the twentieth century. 

For if we of Atlanta, of Georgia, wanted to place vital events in the 
lives of people who have figured in OUR history, we would be faced by 
utter helplessness. We HAVE NO VITAL STATISTICS, save a few incom- 


plete records fragmentarily referring to dates of death, in Atlanta or in any 
of the cities, towns or bailiwicks of Georgia. Cemetery records, here and 
there, give us a guessing accuracy at the mortuary end of the proposition. 
For the even more vital phase of births, there is ABSOLUTELY NO PRO- 
VISION, NO RECOURSE. Except where moldy family Bibles. exist in 
isolated instances, you cannot today place the date of the birth of either 
prominent or obscure Atlantans or Georgians. 

Isn’t that a beautiful commentary on the civilized methods of which 
we are so proud? The historical side, important enough in itself; is only one 
phase. This shameful and ludicrous laxity of vital recording may threaten 
titles of valuable property, questions of legitimacy, issues of inheritance at 
any time these fundamental propositions may be challenged. 

Verily, our system of NOT recording vital statistics would put to blush 
the stone age. » 

The forthcoming legislature can concern itself with legislation that is 
constructive and of far-reaching importance, if it will enact drastic penalties 
for failure on part of parents or physicians or individuals officiating at births, 
as well as deaths, to report these occurrences instantly to such agencies as 
may be charged with their perpetual maintenance.

ON CHURCH RELATIONS 


Pastor of the First Baptist Declares 
Neighborhood System for Bap- 
tist Churches Impracticable. 


A most interesting discussion on the 
subdject of the relation of the central 
city church to ohurches in the suburbs 
arose in the Baptist ministers’ meet- 
ing yesterday at the First Baptist 
church, A paper was read at the re- 
quest of the conference on the ‘“Frob- 
lems of the Suburban Church” by Rev. 
C. C. Pugh, pastor or the College Park 
Baptist church. Among other things, 
Rev. Mr. Pugh told how the suburban 


church is not so strong as it might be 
because of the reluctance of some resi- 
dents of the community to transfer 
their membership from the city 
churches and cast their lot with 
their nelghbors. 

This remark provoked 
the duty of the larger to the smaller 
churches. Both Rev. Dr. Purser, of 
the West End Baptist church, and Rev. 
Dr. Landrum, of the First Baptist in- 
dorsed the principle that all things 
being equal, a Baptist should join his 
nearest church, but that it would not 
work in all cases. 

Said Dr. Landrum: “The Baptist 
church government makes the parochial! 
or neighborhood system as the basis of 
church membership impracticable. 
"very member among us absolutely 
free to unite with any church he pleases. 
No one can determine for a Baptist 
his church relationship. Moreover, to 
adopt a system of dividing thé city into 
something like wards and ask all Bdap- 
tists living in one to attend the church 
in that ward, would put such a church

as the one I serve at a disadvantage. 
'In twenty years from now if Atlanta 
grows as rapidly as it is doing now, 
‘there will be practically no homes in

church, and every other down town cen- 
tral church to derive its supporting 
membership from persons living at a

John Williams, Negro, Describes 
Shooting of Pawnbroker, 


CONFESSION RIVETS NOOSE

Aboat B. Booker and Jim Madden, 
Whom John Williams Declares 
Fired at the Same Time at 
Jacob Hirsowits Satur- 
day Night, Feb. 20. 


John Willlams, a negro, yesterday 
afternoon arrested by detectives, and 
charged with being implicated in the 
murder of Jacob Hirsowitz, the Hebrew 
pawnbroker, who was shot to death in 
front of his place of business, 110 De- 
catur street, Saturday night, February 
29, confessed later in the afternoon to 
his part in the affair, and positively 
fixed the blame of the murder on B. 
Booker and Jim Madden, two negroes, 
who are now being held in the Tower, 
having been bound over some days ago, 
charged with being implicated in this 
crime. 

The murder of Hirsowitz, which was 
perhaps the boldest committed within 
recent years, took place at an early 
hour of the night, when the _ street 
was crowded, and when escape would 
seem utterly impossible. 

A negro entered the pawn shop, and 
was looking at a gun, when he sud- 
denly bolted, gun ip hand, closely fol- 
lowed by Hirsowitz and Kellam Steel, 
a porter. At the door the negro was 
caught, and, struggling, dragged Hirso- 
witz and the porter after him to the 
sidewalk. 

Here some one cried out: “Shoot! 
shoot!" Two shots were fired by two 
negroeg standing near by, and the 
pawnbroker fell to the sidewalk, mor- 
tally wounded. The negroes made 
their escape through the crowd, leav- 
ing no clue as to their identity. 

On the following Monday, however, 
detectives heard that a negro working 
in a local coal yard had said that he 
had sprained his back In getting away 
from the place at which the pawn- 
broker had been killed. Working on 
this clue, Detective Lanford, after 
clever work, has in his possession suf- 
ficient evidence, it is said, to send two 
of the negroes to the gallows, and to 
place another behind the bars. 

John Williams confesses that he was 
the negro who entered the pawn shop, 
and that he had done so after having 
been promised $3 by Madden and Book- 
er to snatch a pistol which Booker had 
in pawn and to pass it to them. 

He told how he, according to his 
agreement, entered the shop, and after 
having asked to gee the gun, grabbed it 
and started for the door. When he 
had reached the sidewalk, he says, 
Booker cried out to Madden to shoot, 
himself shooting at almost the same 
instant that Madden's gun was fired. 
He, however, denies that he had any 
idea that the Jew would be killed, when 
he entered the shop. 

Booker and Madden still deny 
connection with the affair. 

Williams’ preliminary hearing will be 
had before Judge Broyles this after- 
noon at 2:30 o'clock.

How Decision Affects Alabama. 

Montgomery, Ala., March 23.—Ala- 
bama is much interested in this act, 
as its rate laws, now tied up by !- 
junction out of the federal court, }5 
in effect the same, imposing heavy 
penalties in case of loss in any action 
brought to prevent execution Of the 
schedules made. It is also of interest 
to note that in the case of the louts- 
ville and Nashville vs the Alabama 
railroad commission, Judge Thomas G.

writ of mandamus, commanding the 
Northern Pacific Railway Company to 
comply with the rate law. The state 
court immediately issued the writ in 
compliance with Mr. Young’s petition, 
and this proceeding precipitated a sharp 
conflict between the federal and the 
state courts. 

Mr. Young was summoned before the 
former to give an account of his de- 
fiance of ‘tthe court's injunction, and 
failing to make a satisfactory explana- 
tion, he was subjected to a fine of $/00 
for contempt of court, and at the same 
time ordered to dismiss the case in the 
state court. 

Refusing either to pay the fine or to!

New York, March 23.—Irregularity 
marked the movement of prices in tne 
stock market today.
